were rejected at our ports; during the | 
past fiseal year, 13,164, an increase of 
682: hence the total number of those

Millions Brought by Immigrants. 

The total amount of money brought 
into the country by arriving aliens was 
$25,599,893, or an average of almost $20 


per person. | 
Of the 13,064 aliens who were turned 


back during the year, !,434 were con- 
tract laborers, 30 per cent less than 
in the preceding year. 

In a discussion of the new immigra- 
tion act, Commissioner Sargent strong- 
ly urges that advantage be taken of a 
vision it contains for calling an 
international conference on immigra- 
tion and emigration. In his opinion, 
now is the time to acts» He says: 

“There has ever been a period when 
all the principal countries of the world 
were so deeply intenested in the sub- 
ject. Several of the leading European 
countries have recently either passed 
or introduced in their legislatures im- 
migration laws, some of which are 
modeled practically after our own. 
Some of the governments are taking 
notice with the idea of adopting meas- 
ures to discourage the migration of 
their citizens or to induce their re- 
turn; others are solicitious lest their 
subjects should forget their allegiance; 
and, altogether, there should be no

UN BATTLESHIPS 


Great War Fleet Begins Its 
Long Cruise to Pa- 
cific Ocean, 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
T0 SHOUT "GOD SPEED” 


From Deck of Mayflower President 
Will Review Ships as They Put 
to Sea, and Each Ship Will 
e Salute President With 
Twenty-One Guns.

Old Point Comfort, Va., December 15.— 
The Pacific-bound Atlantic fleet leaves 
tomorrow morning on its journey 
through the straits of Magellan en 
route, as the official order reads, “for 
the west coast of the United States.” 

The president is expected to arrive 
in Hampton Roads on the Mayflow4 
shortly after 8 a. m. _ His coming -will 
be timed as near that hour as possible 
without preceding it, for salutes cannot 
be fired before 8 o'clock under the navy 
regulations. 

From the time the president's yacht 
casts anchor in the center of the fleet 
the events of the departure wil! move 
rapidly. Rear Admiral Robley D. Ev- 
ans, commander-in-chief of this most 
notable of American peace expeditions, 
will repair on board the Mayflower and 
pay his respects to the president and 
will be immediately followed by the 
other flag and commanding officers of 
the fleet. 

Reecption Will Be Brief. 

The reception will be brief and more 
or less informal. As time will figure 
very heavily in the plans, the matter 
of precedence in rank will be waived 
in favor of the officers whose launches 
first happen to reach the Mayflower 
gangway after Admiral Evans has gone 
on board. The reception and the jour- 
neys Of the admirals and captains to 
and from the Mayflower are expected 
to occupy upward of an hour and & 
half, and an hour will be consumed in 
lifting anchor ahd getting ships in po- 
sition for the start, which, it is ex- 
pected, will be made about 10 o'clock. 

Two hours later the first of the long 
line of fighting vessels should have 
cleared the Virginia capes and turned 
her course to the southward. The re- 
view of the passing fleet by the presi- 
dent will take place near Thimble 
Shoal light house, 10 miles down the 
bay, and should be ended by 11:30 
a. m. 

View of Fleet Most Impressive. 

Threatening weather and occasional 
rain squalls marked the last day of 
the fleet’s stay in port. But tonight 
a cold wind from the west dispelled the 
storm clouds and the sixteen smoking 
battleships were bathed in moonlight. 
The view down the long twin lines of 
the fleet was most impressive. An oc- . 
casional searchlight flashed or the red 
and white glow of ‘an ardois signal 
from the yard arm of one of the big 
fighters added to the picturesque effect. 
On shore the hotels sre crowded entire- 
ly beyond their capacity by wives, 
Sweethearts, officials and friends who 
have come to say good-bye. Many of 
these will have to sit up throughout 
the night or lounge as best they can 
in the chairs of the hotel lobbies. 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT GOES 
TO SEE THE WARSHIPS LEAVE 

Washington, December 15.~President 
Roosevelt, accompanied by Mrs. Reose- 
velt and a distinguished company of 
guests, sailed on the naval yacht May- 
flower from the Washington navy yard 
at 3:07 o'clock today for Hampton 
Roads. The president, in his capacity 
as commander-in-chiet o: the United 
States navy, will tomorrow give the 
word of command which wilt send the 
Atlantic battleship fleet on its cruise 
to the Pacific. As the ships pass out 
to sea, their last farewell will be from 
the president. On the deck of the May- 
flower he will lead the ships through 
the Virginia capes, then give way to 
the flagship Connecticut as the double 
line of sixteen iron-clad set their course 
to the southward. ‘thus will begin 
what the president has planned as the 
supreme test of the American navy. 
The announced destination of the fleet 
is San Francisco Bay, but when and 
where thse cruise will ultimately end 
seems as yet an unmatured plan for the 
future.

CONSTANT FEAR | 


AT COLDFIELD 


On Part of Members of American 
Federation of Labor 


ARMS BORNE ALL THE TIME 


American Federation Men Tell Gen. 
Funston They Carry Guns to 
Protect Themsélves From 
Western Federation 
Members. 


Goldfield, Nev., December 15.—Today 
a delegation from the American Fed- 
eration of Labor called on General 
Funston, who is continuing his investi- 
gation of conditions here with the view 
of determining the necessity for the 
presence of federal troops in Gold- 
field. 

“These gentlemen made the most re- 
markable statement I have yet heard,” 
said General Funston in an interview 
tonight. 

“Their statement is that for months 
they have lived in constant fear. They 
have considered it necessary for their 
eelf-protection to go armed at all 
timés and have been compelled to avoid 
personal contact with members of the 
Western Federation of Miners in order 
to prevent serious trouble. This con- 
dition of affairs, they have told. me, 
obtained until the arrival of the United 
States troops, since when the condl- 
tions have been greatly changed.” 

General Funston stated that he con- 
sidered that this statement of the con- 
ditions came from men who have been 
in position to know the real situation. 

General Funston said that there is 
iittle possibility of the troops leaving 
here within ten days and upon his 
recommedation half of the number now 
here will be detained by the Washing- 
ton authorities. 

General Funston will not leave Gold- 
field before Tuesday and may stay 
longer. 

Governor Sparks today sent a long 
communication to Washington, stating 
in detail his position in relation to the 
troops and making correction of some 
omissions in the orginal call for troops. 

The members of the commission sent 


p>by President Roosevelt arrived in Gold- 


field tonight. They are Charles P. 
Neill, a labor commissioner; Herbert 
Knox’ Smith, commissioner of corpora- 
tions, and Lawrence Murday, assistant 
secretary of the department of com- 
merce and labor.

Narcosis by Blue Rays of Light. 
(From The New York Times.) 

A dentist at eGneva Dr. Radard, after hav- 
ing for several yearg made experiments with 
the narcotic effect of blue light, has sub- 
mitted his results to the Swiss Society of 
Odontology. He claims that a complete nar- 
cosis can be obtained if the rays of a blue 
electric light-are brought to bear on the hu- 
man eye, while all other rays of light, par- 
ticularly of daylight, are kept off it. The 
narcosis thug obtained is so complete that, 
during the same, little dental operations, 
such as puHing or fillifng teeth, etc., can 
be executed without causing the patient the 
least amount of pain. While the effect of 
the blue rays is a very strong one, that of 
violet-blue and greén rdys is less intensive, 
and yellow or red rays show no effect at 
all. The inventor is as yet unable to give 
a definition of the cause of this remarkable

MORE DEAD THAN ALIVE 


When Rescued From the Rocks on 
Which Waves Cast Them. 
Hughtown, December 15.—Captain 
Dow, of the wrecked schooner Thomas 
W. Laweon, today told a terrible story 
of his experience after being washed 
from the vessel. When he found that 
his ship. was driving upon the rocks 
and nothing more could be done, he 
distributed live belts and gave the or- 
der to the men to save themselves if 
they could. He advised them to climb 
into the rigging, which they did, but 

the vessel soon broke up. 

He himself had two hours of awful 
suspense while struggling in the boiling 
sea before he was thrown upon the 
rocks, where he was found; then an-. 
other two hours of scrambling and 
crawling before he reached a place of 
safety where he found Engineer Rowe. 
All day long the two men crouched un- 
der the rocks, with heavy seas breaking 
over them, and in danger every mo- 
ment of being washed away. Both 
men were mote dead than alive when 
rescued. 

The wreck of the Lawson has oOccas- 
ioned some newspaper discussion on 
the advisability of building such enor- 
‘mous vessels.

There were Barney of the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company and Maxwell of 
the Borough Bank of Brooklyn, and, 
more recently, Sadleir of the looted 
San Francisco Trust Company. While 
it can hardly be said that financial 
reverses were the direct cause of the 
suicide of these men, prominent in the 
financial world, they were the occa- 
sion of it. It was discovery of their 
dcubtful methods or their criminal 
actions which brought the mental 
strain that found relief only in death. 

The financia] flurry brought about 
this discovery, escaping which they 
might have retrieved their faults or 
made good their peculations, and it 
was, therefore, the occasion of their 
self-destruction. 

What an argument for wholesome, 
honest dealing within the rigid letter 
and spirit of the law; within even the 


‘most subtile requirements of morality! 


For there is evidence here in plenty 
that murder is not the only crime that 
“will out.” 

But among those whose fal] has, not 
been from the pinnacle, whose losses 
may have been but a thousand or two, 
or, perhaps, a meager monthly stipend, 
conditions are much the same, The 
records of the Salvation Army’s anti- 
suicide bureau in New York disclose 
a greatly increased percentage of suil- 
cides and would-be suicides due to 
money reverses, incident to the finan- 
cial flurry. Here, however, it is not 
so often discovery as the reverse it- 
self which is the direct impelling 
cause to self-destruction. Loss of cap- 
ital in business ventures. more often 
honestly than otherwise, the necessity 
of giving up life’s comforts which 
years of good fortune have permitted, 
the loss of home, inability to secure 
employment are found among the fre- 
quent causes of suicide. 

The tragic record wherein the re- 
cent financial flurry has been the im- 
pelling cause of self-inflicted death, 
directly or indirectly, is a long one, 
and from highest to humblest it has 
touched almost every chord in the 
scale of humanity. 

Of the stout heart and determined 
purpose which, by diligent effort, 
make of adversity the Stepping stone 
to new success, we too seldom hear. 

It is these, comprising the vast 
abundance of American citizenship, 
who supply the energy and the deter- 
mination which make for that progress 
and growth which the acts of the 
desperate and . the weakling cannot 
mitigate. 


A Matter for Congress, 

Despite the volume of work before 
it, there are few matters with which 
the sixtieth congress can better con- 
cern itself in the interests of Ameri- 
can commerce and American prosper- 
ity than that of American shipping. 

Reports from our consular agents 
and representatives in all parts of the 
world are full of evidence of the 
decadence of American shipping. 
These reports recently told of oppor- 
tunities for extending American trade 
ir India and other Oriental countries, 
but pointed out that one of the chief

Striking evidence of this fact is 
found in the following from Consul 
Walter C. Hamm, at Hull, England, 
published in a current consular re- 
port: 

Among the 25,000 or more ships that 
have entered the ‘Humber river ports 
during the’ past seven years there has 
been only one ship of American register. 
This was ‘tthe bark Homeward Bound, 
from San Francisco, loaded with barley. 
which reached Hull in March, 1906. 

In the years from 1895 to 1900, both 
inclusive, at least one American ship a 
year arrived at the port of Hull, but in 
the seven and a half years from April, 
1900, to October, 1907, only ‘the one ship 
of American register has entered the 
Humber river. No more striking evi- 
dence than this probably can be given 
of the decadence of the American mer- 
chant marine. Regular lines of eteam- 
ships run from Hull to New York and 
Ghistow. (Ancther line, to Galveston, 
touches at Grimsby, the secomd port on 
the Humber river. Chance steamships 
also mun frequently to Philadelphia, Nor- 
folk, Savannah, New Orleans ang Gal- 
veston. Not one of them, however, flies 
the American flag. The trade must be 
profitable or it would not be kept up. 
It ig to be regretted that Americans 
have no sivare in it. 

The reason for this deplorable con- 
dition is a matter of common knowl- 
edge; it is one of the many evils a 
tariff and trust-ridden country has to 
suffer. 

It is, no doubt, futile to urge a re- 
publican congress to remove the em- 
bargo upon American shipping under 
which American registry is denied to 
foreign-built ships, and in the mean- 
while the trust fattens. 

But the time is at hand when the 
people are beginning to realize their 
loss in the disappearanee of their flag 
from the seas, and the responsibility 
will be placed where it belongs. 

About the only American flag at 
vessels’ masthead remaining upon the 
high seas beyond the coastwise limits 
is upon our warships.

FORMER ATLANTA ENGINEER 
NOW LIVING IN MILWAUKEE 
TALKS OF PUMP QUESTION 


A reporter for The Constitution was 
introduced to Mr. Daniel Shafer, of the 
Abllis-Chalmers Company, in the lobby 
of Piedmont hotel yesterday. Mr. 
Shafer, it will be remembered, for @ 
number of years represented the Ham- 
lition-Corliss Engine Company. and had 
offices in the Kquitabie building of this 
city, making this city that company’s 
headquarters. He left the Hamilton 
company to go with the Allis-Chalmers 
Company several years ago as sales- 
man in the pumping engine department. 
Since that time he has been transferred 
to the steam turbine department, and 
is here in connection with steam tur- 
bine businers. 

When asked what he Knew about tne 
pump controversy going on in this city, 
Mr. Shafer said: “I know but very Iit- 
tle. Not being the pumping engine 
department or being on the ground, I 
have taken but very little interest in 
the matter. Since coming here, how- 
ever, I have heard the matter discussed 
in its various phases, and it would 
seem to me that with a thorough in- 
vestigation of the question of pumping 
engines on its merits, Our company 
should have won out. 

Some Famous Pumps. 
understand it, we fulfilled all 
the items of the specifications as pre- 
pared by your city officials, and were 
only a trifle of $1,000 higher in a deal 
of $135,000. Now, considering the

Mich., which is considered the finest

Shafer. ‘‘When IJ last saw that engine 
it was only in process of erection, and 
not being connected with the pumping 
engine department, I have not inter- 
ested myself in it in any manner. I 
have learned more about it by reading 
our Mayor Becker's letter to Council- 
man Taylor, of your city, as published 
in The Constitution, than I have ever 
heard before,’’ 

Southern Headquarters in Atlanta. 

‘ T might add further,” said Mr. Shna- 
fer, “in connection with this pup 
matter, since you have brought it. up, 
that our company maintains offices in 
your city in the Fourth National Bank 
building, in which we have a manager 
and eight assistants, with jurisdiction 
over eight states. This manager and 
several of his assistants are men of 
family, have their homes here and are 
tax payers. Now, with the monthiy 
pay roll of this office, the greater por- 
tion of which is expended in your city, 
it is of some advantage to have Our 
company located here. And in consid- 
of the slight difference in the 
of the bid of the Wisconsin 
Company and ourselves, it 
would seem to me that with the usual 
spirit exhibited by the Atlantans they 
would appreciate the fact that our com- 
pany, making this their southern head- 
quarters, is of enough benefit to the 
city proper to have warranted this 
slight additional expense in ‘the pur- 
chase of the engine. Nearly all the 
men in our Atlanta office are southern- 
ers. The Wisconsin Engine Company 
have no connections here whatever.’ 

Good Business Proposition. 

“What do you think of Alderman 
Taylor's suggestion as to counci! ap- 
pointing a committee for further inves- 
tigation?’ Mr. Shafer was asked. 
‘Well. it is not for me to express an 
opinion as to what your officials should 
or should not do,’ he answered. “- 
will. however, state that it has been 
my experience that cities when ex- 
pending the sum involved here, usually 
appoint a competent committee to take 
a trip about the country and inspect 
the character of the machinery and tne 
standing of the various companies 
whom they consider in the premises, 
and from personal observation, I con- 
sider it a good business proposition. 
The best way to obtain information in 
regard to machinery is to see it in Op- 
eration, discuss its operation with 
those under whose Management 
and visit the plants where the ma- 
chinery is manufactured. In doing tls 
it only reasonable to conclude that 
the information obtained will much 
more reliable than statements made by 
salesman.”’

Albany Will Make an Interest- 
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ing Experiment in Street 
Paving. 
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Albany, Ga., December 15.—(Special.) 
An experiment which will be watched | 
with interest by municipal and county | 
authorities in this part of the state, | 
will begin this week with the paving | 
of one of the principal thoroughfares | 
of Albany with a material which has 
never before been utilized for such a 
purpose. 

Excavations tn Jackson street, north 
of Pine, have been partially made for 
foundations, and during the present 
week the street will be given @ sur-, 
face of native limestone. It will be} 
put down according to the most ap--« 
proved methods of road _ building, 
packed on a clay foundation and pro- 
vided with every facility for proving 
whether it is capable of holding up 
under the strain of regular traffic. 

There is every reason to believe that 
the experiment will be successful. 
Such, at least, is the confident predic- 
tion of expert road builders of the 
United States government, as well as 


| Mr.

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of various engineers who have been. 
consulted. An experiment has been 
made with limestone at two points— 
one on a country road, two miles 
north of Albany, and the other at one 
of the approaches to the wagon bridge 
over Flint river at the foot of Broad 
The latter point bears more 
traffic than any other in Dougherty 
county. 


At both these points the limestone 
roads have held their own in a manner 
which has surprised all those interest- 
ed in the experiment. The roads have 
grown steadily harder under heavy 
traffic and the action of rain and sun, 
and show practically no deterioration. 
This is particularly remarkable when 
it is considered that the experimental 
roads were not as carefully comstructed 
as might have been the cage. 

Several streets in Albany will prob- 
ably be paved with limestone during 
the next féw months, the work being 
under direction of the city engineer. 
Should the experiment prove as suc- 
cessful as is confidently predicted by | 
those whose opinion is valuable, it will | 
be literally “worth millions” to this)!

FOR GOOD TEAM 


Must Win at Baseball, Is the 
Slogan om the Alumni 


kor Several Years Penn. Has Keen 
Mighty Weak at This Game, and 
the Attendance Has Been 
Slim--Good Teams Will 
Help Attendance.

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Philadelphia, Pa., December 15.—(Spe- 
cialL)—On the wane of the annual 
meeting of the University of Pennsyl- 
vahnia Athletic Association thére comes 
to the surface a demand on the part of 
alumni and undergraduates for a win- 
ning baseball team or at least a team 
whose showing will lift “Penn” to 
some position commensurate with her 
achievements in other fields of sport. 
It is now nearly five years since the 
Quakers have had a baseball team that 


has won any particular distinction, and | 


“Penn’s” supporters on the diamond 
are beginning to tire of the same old 
story of defeats. 

Last spring the feeling of the stu- 
dents and graduates was best shown 
by the slim attendance at the games. 
With a winning team “Penn” has come 
out ahead on baseball, as the attend- 
ance at the games has been large. 
But for several years now there has 
been nothing to get enthusiastic over, 
and a great many “Penn” men have 
been asking the reason why. 

Two years ago -the 
changed from a professional to a grad- 
uate system. John Blakeley was 
placed at the»head of the old baseball 
stars who were engaged to whip the 
candidates into shape. On all sides 
there has been a disposition to give 
the new men a chance just as there 
was when Dr. Carl Williams was placed 
at the head of the graduate system 
in football. It may be that for this 
reason no attempt to force a change 
will be made at the coming annual 
meeting or by pressure on the board 
of directors afterward. But of this one 
thing there is no doubt, judging from 
the opinions heard on all sides, that 
Mr. Blakeley and his associates, if 
given One more year of grace, will have 
to produce a satisfactory team or give 
way to some one else. 

There is a division of sentiment 
among “Penn” men as to what should 
be done in the matter of coaching the 
baseball men. One element favors the 
graduate system, another insists that 
a professional be secured. If the for- 
mer system is continued and a change 
is made, either this year or next, it 
will be some “Penn” graduate who has 
made good either as a professional 
Player or as a coach elsewhere. In 
this connection the name of. Dr. “Mike” 
Bennett has been frequently mentioned. 
Bennett has played with some of the 
minor leagues and made good, but he 
preferred to coach and taking charge 
of the Mercersburg academy boys he 
turned out teams that trimmed “Penn,” 
Princeton and other big college teams. 

If a professional coach is obtained it 
will be demanded that he be given the 
same power that “Mike” Murphy has 
with his track team, or Ward has with 
the crew. .It has been declared that in 
the past when a professional had 
charge of the team he has been handi- 
capped by the interference of the base- 
ball committee. To argue that matter 
would open up a controversy on per- 
sonal preference, partiality and clique 
influence which one always hears more 
or less of at every Institution.
